Notwith- 
fanding that many official documents had 
been laid before parliament, and others 
publifhed by the Eaft-India company re- 
lative to the late war in the Myfore, 
which has been fo fplendidly and de- 
cfively terminated, it appeared to the 
author of the prefent work, on his re- 
turn from India, that feverai points re- 
quired explanation, that erroneous opi- 
tions had been formed, that military 
perations had not been fufficiently de- 
tilled, and that few particulars had been 
corded of a fiege the moft brilliant 
and important that ever was carried on 
in that quarter of the globe.

The rooted en- 
mity of Annibal againft Rome feems to 
have been revived in Tippoo's deadly 
hatred of the Britifh government: ven- 
veance was the object of his unwearied 
contemplation, ‘ The means,” faid he, 
which I have taken to keep in remem- 
brance the misfortunes I experienced fix 
years ago from the malice of my enemies 
(alluding to the conquefts of Marquis 
Cornwallis), are to difcontinue fleeping 
in a cotton bed, and to make ufe of a 
cloth one: when I am vi€torious I fhall 
refume the bed of cotton.” The unhappy 
fate of Tippoo, however, denied him the 
luxury of returning to his cotton bed, 
but the ferocious wretch who has beea 
often heard to fay that in this world he 
would rather live two days like a tiger, 
than two hundred years like a fheep, 
will not generally be thought to have 
deferved one. It is ftated by Colonel 
Beatfon that the library of Tippoo con- 
fitted of about 2000 volumes in the va- 
rious branches of Afiatic literature, to- 
ether with an extenfive colleétion of 
original ftate papers of a very important 
nature. Thefe valuable documents, con- 
ftituting a fufficient ftock of materials for 
a complete hiftory of the reigns of Hyder 
Alli Khan, and Tippoe Sultaun ; and 
the proofs, continues Col. Beatfon, which 
they afford of the fy ftematic and unre- 
mitting ardor with which the late Sule 
taun laboured at the fubverfion of the 
Britifh power in India, are og?

We can hardly fuppofe that the Mar- 
qvis Wellefley thould edict an anonymous 
publication, or we might almoft have 
fufpeéted that Colonel Beatfon alluded to 
the contents of the following volume, 
which has juft made its appearance, and 
which we cannot more properly notice 
than by tranfcribing the title page: “* A 
Review of the Origin, Progrefs, and 
Refult of the late decifive War in My- 
fore, ina Letter from an Officer in India, 
with Notes; and an Appendix, com- 
prifing the Whole of the fecret State 
Papers found in the Cabinet of Tippoo 
Sultaun, at Seringapatam; taken from 
the Originals :—Containing, his Corref- 
pondence with the French, Zemaun 
Shab, &c. from the year 1796, with a 
view tothe overthrow of the Britifh em- 
pire in India; the feparate written opi- 
nions of his principal officers of ftate on 
that meafure; and an eT of the 
Sultaun’s handwriting, in his laft Jetter 
to the governor-general : alfo a dedica- 
tion tothe Right Honourable Henry Dun- 
das, &c. &c. By M. Wood, efq. M. P. 
Colonel, and late chief engineer, Bengal. 
And a map fhewing the extent of the 
dominions of Tippoo Sultaun, and their 
partition between the allied powers, the 
Englith, the Mahrattas, and the Nizam.” 
Jt appears that Vellor in the Carnatic 
has been allotted for the refidence of 
Tippoo’s fons, and the females of his 
father’s harams, and that an allowance 
of 80,000]. fterling is fixed annually for 
their maintenance: we are alfo informed 
by the prefent work that on a careful in- 
veftigation it was found that the wife of 
Crifna Raj Uriar, the prince who reigned 
at the time of Hyder Alli’s ufurpation, 
was ftill alive, and that the furviving re- 
prefentative of that perfecuted family 
was a boy of five years of age, who is 
now feated on the throne of his ancef- 
tors. 

In a former Retrofpeét we noticed 
Mr. Tooke’s View of the Ruffian Em- 
pire during the reign of Catharine II, 
and to the clofe of the prefent century. 
This gentleman has now prefented the 
public with an “ Hiftory of Ruffia,” 
from the foundation of the monarchy by 
Rurik to the acceffion of the late em- 
prefs. Mr. T. it is well known, was 
many years a refident in Ruffia, was ma- 
fter of the language, and had free accefs 
to numerous libraries where ancient re- 
cords were depofited. Thefe advantages 


have enabled him to produce t 
which from the A of air 
and the authenticity of its information 
re{pecting a vatt empire which has rifen 
IntO-€minence with a rapidity ftrikin 
and formidable, excites an unufual de 
gree of intereft. The early hiftory of 
Ruifia, like that of every other naticn, is 
involved in fabulous obfcurity : Mr. 
Tooke however, in his enquiries rela. 
tive to the beginning of this mighty em. 
pire, the fortunes which have befallen 
it, and the means by which it has ar. 
rived at its prefent height, has fepa- 
rated as much as poffible from its av. 
thentic records all idle tales and legen. 
dary traditions, and has adduced no faéts 
of any moment without references to 
unqueftionable authorities. It may not 
be amifs to ftate that Mr. Tooke, befides 
the various archives to which he had 
accefs, is under confiderable obligations to 
the celebrated Chronicle of Neftor, which 
clofes with the year 1115, as well as to 
many Ruffian authors of an early pe- 
riod: he is alfo indebted to Baron 
Strahlenberg’s Account of the Ruffian 
empire, Voltaire’s Hiftory, Mantftein’s 
Hiftorical, political, and military Me- 
moirs, Marbault’s Effay on the Com. 
merce of Ruffia , and the Monthly Jour- 
nal of Buffe. 

Mr. Payne, author of the Epitome of 
Modern Hiftory, &c. has publithed the 
firft volume of “ A concife Hiftory 6f 
Greece, from the earlieft Times to its 
becoming a Roman Province.” We are 


not of that proud number who depre- © 


ciate the labour of fuch writers as Mr. 
Payne: paying, as moft willingly we 
do, the highcft honour to thofe genivfes 
who devote ftrong talents, various learn- 
ing, and patient perfevering induftry, to 
the compofition of an hiftorical work 
immediately from original records and 
ancient authorities, yet do we confides 
thofe more humble and lefs arduous !a- 
bourers in the field of literature as de- 
ferving well of the public who a 
preceding hiftories form a concile, a 
cious, and honeft compilation. The : , 
tory of Greece is brought down to te 
thirteenth year of the Peloponnefian wat 
in this firft volume, we fhall be peppy 
to fee the fucceeding ones, which, If they

An Englith tranflation has appt 
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vaiverfal Hiftory.” This valuable work 
written on the plan of the Englith 
(aiveral Hiftory, of which it is in ge- 
ynalan abridgment. The Englith Uni- 
velal Hiftory, however, confifting of 
nore than fixty volumes, is far too dif- 
‘ule for the generality of readers, and 
mexpenfive to be attainable by many 
ons who may be defirous of fuch a 
compendium as the prefent, which com. 
prefies the moft important matter of that 
work into nine oétavo volumes. M. 
AyqueTIL has continued the modern 
hioy of the kingdom and _ ftates of 
Europe to the prefent time ; and, in the 
words of the tranflator, has exhibi@d a 
fithful though concife view of the mo- 
mentovs occurrences of which they have 
tely been the theatre. M. Anquetil 
isamember of the National Inftitute of 
France, and correfpondent of the Aca- 
demy of Science and Belles Lettres; he 
is the author of feveral hiftorical works 
of cmfiderable refpeétability, and with 
fgnal intrepidity wrote and publifhed 
that part of the prefenr, which relates 
to the Freuch revolution—an event to 
which he was far from being friendly— 
atatime when the moft fanguinary de- 
fpoifm prevailed, and threatened his de- 
fruétion, It has juftly been objeéted 
againft M. Anquetil’s “* Summary,”’ that 
toomuch {pace is allotted to ancient hif- 
tory: we do not arrive at the age of Ma- 
homet till we have gone through five 
Tolumes, fo that four only remain for 
tiverfal hiftory fince that period: this 
is clearly injudicious, and can only be 
‘counted for on the prefumption that 
the author became tired of his labour, or 
Was apprehenfive that if he proceeded as 
he begun, the work would fwell under his 
‘ands to a fize incompatible with the ob-

and on its Proportion to the whole In- 
come of Great Brirain. A new and 
corrected Edition, with confiderable Ad- 
ditions, refpeéting the Lxtent, Com- 
merce, Population, Divifion of Income, 
and Capital of this Kingdom, By the 
Rev. H. Becke, B.D.” The author of 
this pamphlet, has relinquifhed his ori- 
ginal detign of publifhing a fecond part, 
but has revifed the firtt edition of his 
pamphlet, and has incorporated in it 
thofe obfervations which he had intend. 
ed fhould form the body of his conti- 
nuation. Thefe additions are intcreft- 
ing and important. Mr. Becke {till cons 
tends, that the income tax cannot pro- 
duce more than 7,000,000l.: he tays, that 
in eftimating the produce of this tax, the 
eff. & of the feale of abatcment has not 
been fufficiently attended to. Still, how- 
ever, he thinks that the whole mcome of 
the nation has not been ftated too high ; 
and, in order to keep up our fpirits, he 
has fubjoined in a poftfcript, a fhort ftate- 
ment of the prefent value of the capital 
of Great Britain.

The total of public ane 
perty he thus eftimates: T e value of 
that part of the permanent income > 
the nation, which 1s applicable to the 
annual expenditure, about 160,000,001. $

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é&c. with the effects belonging to them, 
25,000,000l. If this eftimare be correct, 
our finances cannot be in a very defpe- 
sate ftate. 

POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

Mr. CorquHoun hasadded to the ob- 
ligation which his work on the Police of 
the Metropolis has already conferred on 
the public, by direéting his attention to 
the frauds and embezzlcments committed 
on the trade of London, The refult of 
his moft laborious and valuable invefti- 
gation, he has pubiifhed ina “ Treatife 
‘on the Commerce and Police of the Ri- 
ver Thames:” containing an Hiftorical 
View of the Trade of the Portof London; 
and fuggefting Means for preventing the 
Depredations thereon, by a Legiflative 
Syitem of River Police. With an Ac- 
count of the Funétions of the various 
Magiftrates and Corporations exercifing 
Jurifdiction on the River; and a general 
View of the Penal and Remedial Sratutes 
connected with the Subject.” It appears 
from the hittorical view here given of 
the ftate of the River Thames, that its 
eommerce, fhipping, aud navigation, 
have progreflively increafed during a con- 
fiderable part of the eighteenth century. 
Mr. Colquhoun ftates the increale of the 
number of vetlels from the year 1700, to 
be 6,547; and the increafe of tonnage, at 
1,327,763: this extenfive navigation 
employs (exclufive of thips of war, tranf- 
Ports, and navy, viétualling, and ord- 
nance hoys) 22,500 trading fhips and 
velicls of various fizes and dimenfions, 
which either frequent the river in the 
courfe of the year, or remain ftationary, 
within the limits of the port: the an- 
nual amount of the whole commerce and 
fhipping of the river Thames, in the 
year 1798, is calculated at the enormous 
fum of nearly eighty millions. But it is 
juftly obferved, that commercial riches 
and criminal offences have grown up 
together: a progreflive increafe of 
crimes is the never-failing attendant 
on the accumulation of wealth. That 
the depredations, therefore, committed 
on fuch an immenfe property fhould be 
truly alarming, is not much to be won- 
dered at; full, however, any previous 
calculation of the amount of thofe de- 
predations muft fall fhort of the reality; 
nor could any adequate idea be formed 
of their number and complexity. The 
author of the prefent publication has 
taken indefatigable pains to trace and de- 
velope the various frauds thus practifed 
en the commerce of the kingdom, and 


has fuggefted fchemes for t 
action of the evil: after having take 
: n 
notice of the wonderful change apparent 
in the habits of the lower orders of the 
community ; and of the recent and per. 
haps too effeétual attempts to undermine 
that fenfe of religion and moral red. 
tude, which reftrained the mafs of the 
people from minor aéts of delinquency ; 
and after having, in confequence of 
thefe remarks, urged the immediate ne. 
ceflity. of controlling ‘the ill-direéted 
and tumultuous aétivity of human paf. 
fions,” of counteraéting the influence of 
wealth, of preventing it “ from diffe. 
mi@ating its poifon while it confers its 
bleflings ;” Mr. Colquhoun proceeds to 
obferve, that in order “to effe& this 
purpofe, ineftimable in a national point 
of view, and benevolent and humane to 
ail whofe vices and enormities it tends to 
reftrain; a police muft be reforted to 
upon the broad fcale of general preven. 
tion—mild in its operations, effective in 
its refults; having juftice and humanity 
for its bafis, and the general fecurity of 
the ftate and individuals for its ultimate 
object.” We are forry to be prohibited, 
by the limits of our article, from expa- 
tiating on the contents of this valuable 
treatife; but we mutt fatisfy ourfelves 
wita recommending it as a work which 
abounds with the moft curious and im- 
portant information.

prevent their recurrence : although it is 
much to be feared, that the complex fy{- 
rm of employment which is purfued 
my yet open a way to fraud in many of 
the departments. Mr. Wood, in com- 
mon with moff perfons who have attend- 
ed to the fubjeét*, is of opinion, that 
the poor laws are extremely defective, 
and that there do exift fome radical de-. 
fefts in the prefent parochial fy‘em : 
thefe defe€ts Mr. Wood conceives to be, 
“the indifcriminate provifion made for 
al the parochial poor; the vefting an 
overfeer with full powers to adminifter 
that provifion, confiding to them to ap- 
point the whole management of the pa- 
rochial fund, and negleéting to furnith 
employment for the poor.” That Mr. 
W. is tolerably correét in this ftatement, 
will, we believe, very evidently appear 
tothofe who read the interefting account 
which we noticed in our laft compen- 
dum of the proceedings of the acting 
governors of the Houfe of Induftry in 
Dublin ; the expences of which eftablith- 
ment inftantly funk, when the fuperin- 
teadance of its concerns was taken out of 
the hands of inferior officers, and de- 
pofited in thofe of aéting governors. The 
alonymous writer of ** A parochial Plan 
for ameliorating the Condition of the 
oor, propofes to infufe into that clafs 
of people, a fpirit of decency, a love of 
fconomy, a defire of knowledge, and 
‘regard for charaéter. All thefe things 
may poffibly in time be effeéted: but we 
Mut BEGIN by making ibem comfortable.

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public for their benevolent exertions. 
An author figning himfelf ‘ Homo,’ has 
publifhed fome “ Confiderations on the 
prefent High Price of Corn, witha Pro« 
pofition for the effeétual Regulation of 
the Prices of all the Requifites of Life,’ 
Homo adviles us to petition Parliament 
to fix a maximum on the price of bread 
corn, which he recommends to be four 
guineas per quarter; and to empower 
certain perfons, whenever wheat {hall at~ 
tain this price, to afcertain the ftock in 
hand, in order to encourage an importa 
tion equivalent to the neceffity. We 
cannot but think that fuch an interfe- 
rence on the part of thelegiflature would 
be impolitic and unjuft: it is impolitic to 
lay any reftraint on the freedom of trade, 
and particularly to offer any difcourage- 
ment to the growth of corn: it would, 
moreover, be highly unjuft, to fix a max- 
imum on the faleable commodity of an 
individual clafs of people, without alfo 
fixing a maximum on the various com- 
modities which that clafs of people are 
under the neceffity of buying, which 
would be a palpable abfurdity. ‘ Dear- 
nefs not Scarcity, its Caufe and Remedy, 
by a Commercial Man:”’ the author at- 
tributes the prefent dearnefs of pro- 
vifions not to the fearcity of them, but 
to the plenty of the circulating medium, 
and the facility of money accommoda- 
tion, by which farmers, as well as traders, 
are tempted to fpeculate. We have been 
told by very high authority, that there 
is areal f{carcity in the kingdom. The 
Committees appointed by the houfes of 
Lords and Commons, to inveftigate the 
caufes of the high price of corn, would 
fcarcely have made fuch an affertion, and 
have taken fuch pains to circulate the 
diftrefling inteiligence, on light grounds, 
or withcut an aflurance, almoft amount- 
ing to certainty, that this information 
was correct. The immente circulation 
of paper, by facilitating exchanges, may 
probably in fome meature add to the 
dearnefs of corn, but is by no means fuf- 
ficient of itfelf to account for it: fup- 
pofing, what, however, Is far from being 
true, that the population of this king- 
dom has ftood ftill for the laft ten years ; 
the mode of living among the lower 
claffes has materially changed : ever fince 
that period (till within the lait year), or 
confumption of oat-cake and barley — 
has, we believe, regularly and progre : 
fively declineds and the es e 
wheat proportionably increafed : of late, 
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and the fuel neceffary to cook them, have 
been fo €normoufly dear, that the poor 
people have been driven to eat an un- 
uival quantity of bread, and thus add to 
the evil which opprefles them. Need we 
add, that the extent of our naval and 
military eftablifhments, contributes, by 
an enormous waite, to the fearcity of 
every thing efculent? Mr. Brann, 
however, in a pamphlet entitled “A 
Determination of the Average Depref- 
hon of the Price of Wheat in War, be- 
low that of the preceding Peace, &c.” 
contends, as it appears indeed from his 
titie-page, that the natural effect of war 
1s to lower the price of corn! In order 
to prove this, he has given a complete 
table of the annual price of wheat for 
105 years, which is divided into feveral 
fucceilive terms of war and peace; and 
from which itappears, that in every term 
Of perce, the rate of price has exceeded 
that of the preceding war, by more tian 
five percent. Ir muit be acknowledged, 
however, that the prefent price of corn, 
high without a parallel, in contempt of 
the natural tendency of war, which has 
certuin.y bad full time to operate, forms 
avery Rubborn and awkward anomaly. 
We recommend to perufal the foilowing 
work, of which the title-page is fufh- 
ctently tdicative of its contents; * A 
Letter tothe Right Hon. Lord Somer- 
wille, &c. with a View to thew the IJn- 
utility of the Plans and Refearches of 
that Inititurion, and how it might be 
em ployed in others more beneficial. With 
Remarks on the recent Communications 
of the Board, anda Review of the Pam- 
phiets of Arthur Young and William 
Brooke, -fqrs. upon the prefent high 
Price of Provifions. By a Society of 
Praétical Farmers.” It ovght to be 
Mentioned, that miniflers at the late 
epening of Parliament, endeavoured to 
perfuade the people, as Mr. Brand has 
done, that war has no tendency to raife 
the price of provifions by creating a {car- 
city ; but that the fophiftry of this in- 
fulting paradox was expcfed by feveral 
of the oppofition members, particularly 
Mr. Sheridan and Mr. Nichells, in the 
Houle of Commons, and by Lerd Hol- 
land in the Houfe of Lords. 

Mr. Dutuy, in his Obfervations on 
the prefeot high Price of Provifions,”’ has, 
we think, adduced abundant faéts to 
prove, that to war we muft look for the 
fourceof the evil. Sir Thomas Tur- 
ton’s * Addrefs to the good Senfe and

Principle of Populasion 
has publithed, ** An Lavefligetion vi the 
prefent high Price of Provifions.” This 
writer fuppofes, that the .f\ item of poor 
lawsand parifh allowances have operated 
principally in railing provahons to their 
prefent price. In fhort, numerous as are 
the phyficians who have volunteered 
their prefcriptions for the body pelitic, 
we find {carcely two of them who agree 
in their opinion of the origin and cause 
of the difeale which affliéts it. A plen- 
tiful harveft will probably be the mott 
cffe€iual remedy. We could enumerate 
many more pamphlets. on the present 
fubjeét, but our readers, probably, like 
ourfelves, would rather be releafed from 
it.

ranted: no corn, therefore, could be 
then reared by him for the purpofe of 
exportation in good vears; of courfe, 
when a bad feafon occurred, the defi- 
cency became very great, and, in- 
ftad of exporting corn to the amount in 
fome years of not much lefs than one 
nillion and a half of quarters, which 
brought in better than two millions fter- 
lng per annum, the quantity imported 
foon came to exceed the exports ; which 
as gradually increafed till the prefent 
moment, when the balance of imports 
beyond exports amounts to nearly one 
nillion of quarters, the value of which 
anot be lefs than four millions fterling 
perannum.” This correfpondence, on a 
fudjeét fo peculiarly important at the pre- 
lent crifis, cannot fail of being generally 
interefting and generally ufeful. Under

ment. That this hateful and impious 
doétrine has been taughr, the apologift 
admits as indifputable ; but that Englifa 
Catholics of the prefent day reje& it, is fuf- 
ficiently obvious, from the circumftance of 
their perfeverance in refufing to take the 
oaths of Sxpremacy and the Teft, and by 
thefe means enter into their Britith birthe 
rights. The author of the prefent work 
maintains, that the Catholic doétrine of 
the Pope’s fupremacy, which excites fo 
much alarm, does not at all affe&t the 
civil allegiance and fubmiffion of his 
brethren ; but that this fupremacy “‘ when 
ftripped of all its ufurped appendages, 
and reduced to its primitive fimplicity, 
is nothing more than a bare primacy of 
honour, rank, and precedence, which is 
not more dangerous to the Chriftian 
church in general, than the primacy of 
Lyons is to the liberties of the Gallican, 
or that of Canterbury to the liberties of 
the Anglican church.” We recommend 
this work to the perufal of Proteftants of 
every defcription, and ardently hope that 
it may produce the effect which was in- 
tended by the liberal and enlightened 
author. 

“ Morality united with Policy; or, 
Refleétions on the Old and New Govern- 
ment of France, and on various import- 
ant Topics of Civiland Ecclefiaftical Re- 
form. By RoprerT FeLrroweEs, A.B.” 
In this well-written pamphlet, the author 
apologifes for the old government, on the 
principle, that as no political fyftems are 
precifely in practice what they are ta 
theory, the government of France was 
more an imaginary than a real defpoti{m. 
Mr. Fellowes takes occafion to pro- 
nounce his own political creed, and makes 
a variety of fentible and pertinent obfer- 
vations on the ftate and circumftances of 
his own country. We wiih that Mr. 
Fellowes could lock upon the exi/fence of 
arbitrary power, however numerous the 
checks which impede its operation, with 
half the horror that we do, and he would 
not have palliated the old government of 
France as he has done. 

Mr. JoeL, BARLOW, a gentleman of 
{ufficient publicity fome few years fince, 
has addrefled two “ Letters from Paris, 
to the Citizens of the Unired States of 
America, on the Syftem of Politics 
hitherto purfued by their Government, 
relating to their Commercial Intercourie 
with England and France, &c. | Mr. 
Barlow difplays much ability in — 

pamphiet, 
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pamphlet, and more moderation as to 
politics than we expeéted. The confti- 
tution of America excites his warmeft 
approbation; he inveighs, however, a- 
gainft its funding fyftem, and the mili- 
tary marine recently forming there. On 
the fubjeét of commercial liberty, Mr. 
Barlow has made fome fenfible obfer- 
vations, and, for the fupport of it, he 
propofes fome plaufible plans. He fug- 
gefts the eftablifhment of a maritime con- 
vention, In order to declare and gva- 
rantee the rights of commerce; and 
propofes, that under this convention into 
which all commercial ftates fhall be in- 
vited to enter, there fhall be conflituted 
in one of the Hanfeatic towns a Chancery 
of Commerce, invefted with powers to 
determine all commercial differences be- 
tween the contraéting parties : the chan- 
cery to confilt of delegates from the fe- 
veral ftates, each fending one. The 
powers of this chancery, Mr. Barlow 
conceives might be ar ge exe 
tended to all other branches of the rights 
of nations; in which cafe, a new code 
of publiclaw, or law of nations, would 
be agreed upon, and the confervation of 
i be committed to the body of dele- 
gates. - 

Mr. Datras has publifhed, with a 
tranflation, the  Correfpondence be- 
tween M. Bertand de Moleville and Mr, 
Fox,” upon his quotation from the ¢ An- 
mals of the French Revolution.’ This 
correfpondence took place in confequence 
of an affertion made by Mr. Fox, in 
a debate in the Houfe of Commons, 
that Louis XVI. had entered into nego- 
ciation with foreign powers, to compel 
Franee, by force of arms, to renounce 
that fy {tem of internal government which 
fhe had thought proper to adopt ; and in 
confequence of Mr. Fox’s reference to 
MM. Moleville’s Annals for the truth of 
his affertion, M. de Moleville denies 
that any paffage in his Annals juftifies this 
charge again{ft the French King; Mr. 
Fox maintains the contrary, and feveral 
letrers paffed between thefe politicians 
without any fatisfaétory conclution. 

The pamphlets which have appeared 
pro and con, on the fubje& of the prefent 
war, are numerous: Count Zenobio has 
written “ A Letrer” to Mr. Fox, on the 
prefent ftate of Europe, the reftoration 
of the Houfe of Bourbon, and peace with 
the French Republic, for which latter he 
is an ardent advocate. Mr. Annefley is 
defirous of a few more campaigns, and 
has given the publie fome “ Obferya- 
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tions on the danger of a pr 

Peace !"’ The author of « “doh 
on the General Pacification of Roan 
talks very ftoutly of refufing Pacificatio 
till there is an order of things in Franc 
capable of giving fecurity, that peacs 
fhall be permanent : 
poor and declamatory. 

The “ Subftance: of the Speeches of 
Lord Auckland in the Houfe of Lord:

An oétavo 
volume is publifhed of “ Praétical Ob- 
fervations on the Revelation of St. John, 
written in the year 1775, by the late 
Mr. Bowp.er.”

BroGRAPHY. 

The late Prefident of the American 
repudlic has hitherto had no biographer 
worthy to record his charaéter as a poli- 
ian, a general, and a citizen. Scarcely, 
indeed, has time fufficient elapfed fince 
the lamented death of that great man, for 
scolle€tion to have been formed of thofe 
vious and ample materials which are 
neceflary to write a hiftory of his life. 
We muft confefs ourfelves to have been 
alittle vexed, that a Mr. Cory fhould 
have prefumed in a three-and-fixpenny 
pamphlet to give the ** Life of General 
Wafhington.” In faét, his work is little 
more than an abbreviated account of the 
American War ; an event which has cere 
tainly had its full fhare of hiftorians. 

We ought to have noticed before, the 
publication of “* Memoirs of Mark Hil- 
deley, D.D. and Bifhop of Soder and 
Mann,” by the Rev. WEEDEN BurT- 
lER. The life of this pious prelate af- 
forded but few fubjeéts for hiftory : the 
great objets of his life feem to have been 
the tranflation of the Old and New 
Tetaments, together with the Common 
Prayer, into the Manks language. This 
work was begun by Bifhop Wilfon, and 
ras completed under the aufpices of 
Bihop HILDERSLEY, who had fcarcely 
received the laft part of the tranflation, 
When he was feized with a ftroke of 
poplexy, which in a fhort time carried 
wm toto another world. Jn the bulky 
pendix to this Biographical Memoir, 
we numerous letters which will illuftrate 
the charaéter of this worthy prelate.

The adoption of the Linnean arrange- 
ment may be thought by fome perfons to 
have given the author an advantage over 
the valuable works of Pennant and Buf- 
fon, as unqueftionably has the introduc- 
tion of feveral new fpecies, particuiarly 
irom New Holland, which have lately. 
been made knewn to European Natue 
ralifts. The figures which adorn this 
work are drawn with a {pirited and faith- 
ful pencil, but the deferiptions which are 
given of the differcat animals are not fo 
entertaining as they. might have been, 
had the author more {frequently inter- 
{fperfed thofe little anecdotes which il- 
Jutrare the habits and manners, and af- 
ford, as it were, a Liograpiy of the animals. 
Mr. Hutc’s “Elements of Botany” 
is a very elegant, and a very accurate 
work ; he has introduced the difcoveries 
of Hepwia, refpeéting the fruétifica. 
tion of moffes, the various improvements 
of Gertner and of Perfoon. Thunberg 
referred the plants in the claffes gy- 
nandria, moneecia, dicecia, polyyamia, 
to the claffes and orders pointed our by 
the number of ftaminaand piftilla. This 
innovation Mr. Hutu has rejected. It 
will be recolleéted, by thofe who have 
read Mr. DARwin’s Phytologia, that 
that gentleman has fuggefted a plan for 
difpofing part of the vegetable fyftem of 
Ligneus into more natural claffes and 
orders. He confiders thofe clafés of plants 
which are diftinguifhed by the properties 
and fituation of the ftamina, to be more 
natural than thofe which are diftinguifhed 
by their number : for the fexual organs 
are in this refpeét fubjeét to much varia- 
tion from the luxuriant growth of many 
cultivated flowers; and feveral of the 
Jfpecies alfo of plants have but half the 
number of ftamina, which other {pecies 
of the fame genus poffefs. Nor are the 
piftilla more certain as criteria of orders, 
than the ftamina are as criteria of claffes.

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he conceives might be advantageoufl 
deduced from the length of the ftyle, the 
curvature of it, its attitudes, the varieties 
of its figure, as cylindric, angular, ca- 
pillary, &c.

Should the doétor himfelf turn architeé, 
our hopes would be fanguine of fuccefs. 
The indefatigable Dr. Mavor has 
publithed a volume of “ Natural Hiftory, 
for the ufe of Schools, founded on the 
Linnean Arrangement of Animals, with 
roper Defcriptions, in the Manner of 
Goldfmith and Buffon, illuftrated by 46 
copper plates, reprefenting 166 of the 
moft curious objects.”” The plan of this 
work is good, and the execution equal to 
it: Dr. Mavor has givena general ac- 
count of each clafs, and defcribed fome 
of the moft ftriking objeéts comprifed in 
it: in the feleétion of them he has fhewn 
great judgment, and the defcriptions are 
interefting. The plates are of unequal 

merit.

Mr. Rospert Heron has pace 
in one odtavo volume, “ The Elements 
of Chemiftry,” &c. &c.

Dr. SCHERER’S * Short Introduétion 
to the Knowledge of Gafeous Bodies” has 
been tranflated fromthe German. This 
is to be confidered as a fort of text book 
for thofe who attend the doétor’s lec- 
tures at Weimar. The tranflator, who 
has fubjoined fome excellent notes, has 
prefixed to the work a Sketch of the Hif- 
tory of Chemiftry, in which he has by 
fome unaccountable accident omitted the 
name of PRIESTLEY!

ing the phenomena of heat, Mr. A. was 
unable, fatisfaciorily, to account for them 
on the common hypothefes ; he fought, 
therefore, for fome other agent, and 
every thing, fays he, pointed out elec. 
tricity, as the active power to whofe 
exertion, in combination with heat, all 
thefe phenomena are afcribable, Mr. 
Anftruther endeavours to fhow that light, 
heat, and eleétricity, are modifications of 
the fame principle : his obfervations are 
philofophical and ftriking, and his argu. 
ments, though not often conclufive, are

Bootan is the 
name of the country which lies dire&ly 
in the way to Tibet : the embafly arrived 
at Taffigudon, the capital of Bootan, om 
the firft of June, and it was not till the 
beginning of September that a meffen- 
ger arrived from Tivet, with permiffion 
to the Englifh to enter that country, Ia 
confequence of this delay, Captain Tur- 
ner had abundant opportunity of ftudy- 
ing the charaéter of the Booteeas, and of 
becoraing acquainted with their count 
and its produétions. This was facili- 
tated by the courtefy and kindnefs with 
which the raja received him. The know- 
ledge thus obtained, Mr. Turner has im- 
parted to us in a very elegant and very 
interefting manner. Tefhoo Lama, at 
the time of the embaffy, was only eigh- 
teen months old ; Captain Turner’s mef- 
fenger was introduced to the regent, a 
man of benevolent difpofition and ftrong 
natural capacity, who expreficd great 
friendfhip for the governor-general and 
the Britifh nation. The embaffy has 
not becn immediately produdlive of any 
commercial advantages, but there is rea- 
fon to believe that it may prove benefh- 
cial to the Britith intereft in Afia, and 
at any rate it has much enlarged our 
limited knowledge of the eaftern world, 
A tranilation has appeared of “ A 
Voyaze to the Ifle of France, the Ifle of 
Bourbon, and the Cape of Good Hope, 
by J. H. B. Sr. PieRRE.”

Various marginal notes, for a fecond edi- 
tion), and of a long fecond preface, has ma- 
terially enriched the prefent volume. Bur- 
ton’s preface is here given at large, with all 
his intended prolegomena; “ all his ad 
ditions alfo to the hundreds of Tremland, 
Gaftre, and Eaft Gofcote, will be found 
either in their proper places, or at the 
end of the prefent volume.’’ A work of 
more various and more curious informa- 
tion than the prefent fcarcely ever made 
its appearance: the antiquarian, the 
topographer, the genealcg:it, the biogra- 
pher, and the naturalift, will each find 
infiruction and amufement. 

By fome accident we have tvo long 
omitted to notice, that Mr. Kinc has 
publithed the firft volume of ** Muni- 
meunta Antiqua ; or, Obfervations on 
Ancient Caftles : including Remarks on 
the whole Progrefs of Arciite¢ture, 
Ecclefiaftical as well as Military, in 
Great Britain, and on the correfponding 
Changes in Manners, Laws, and Cuftoms, 
tending both to illuftrate Modern Hiftory, 
and to elucidate many interefting Paflages 
in various ancicnt Claffic Authors.” Of 
this work, which from its title page 4p- 

ears to be extremely comprehenfive in 

its plans, the firft volume only 1s ye 
publithed, referring folely to the earlie 
periods of Britifh Hiftory, to the days 0 
druidifm and of patriarchal manner 
The fecond will relate to the works 0 
the Romans in this ifland, and the im- 
provements which they introduced; 
fuch works as were Britifh imitations 0 
Phenician and Syrian architeéture, ao. 
thofe which were mere inne 
Roman architeéture, and alfo to fue

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The third volume will be devoted to the 
son times; and the fourth will give 
« Tne Hiftory of the ftrenuous Efforts of 
Norman Genius, and of the Preparations 
which their ftardy and violent Endea- 
yours were permitted to make for better 
Times.” Mr. King has fome whimfical 
prions interiperfed through his work, 
which, however, do not by any means 
detract from its curiofity or intcreft. 
One cannot help fmiling at his dreadful 
apprehenfions left we fhould rela, fe to the 
idolatry of our pagan anceftors, if we 
become too intimately acquainted with 
its capsivating folemnities ! Speaking of 
Stone Henge, “ It is an bappy circum- 
fance,” fays he, “that we do not, at 
this diftance of time, with precifion, un- 
deritand what the abominations here 
prattifed, in the. latter moft, corrupted 
azs of druidifm, were ;” and again, “ It 
is not to be lamented that we are fo far 
imorant, and it would be ferving but at 
il purpole to endeavour to bring them to 
igot again, or to ftrive to catch ideas of 
tem by the wild guidance of conjec- 
ture.” Mr. King is of opinion, that all 
te Improvements of human life, in ar- 
coteCture, &c. &e. are rather the refult 
f immediate infpiration from the Deity, 
tan of the unaided efforts of human 
reafon!! With all its whimficalities, 
dowever, this work is extremely curious, 
iad will be confidered as a valuable addi- 
lon to the literature of the country.

MEDICINE, &c, 

Mr. Pearson’s “ Obfervations of 
the Effeéts of various Articles of the 
Materia Medica in the Cure of the Lues 
Venerea, illuftrated with Cafes,” are 
compreffed into a fmall but valuable 
volume. Mr. Pearfon is fenior furgeon 
of the Lock Hofpical, the Afylum, and 
Public Difpenfary: his opportunities, 
therefore, of trying experiments in the 
cure of fyphilitic affections are almoft in- 
numerable. Soon after the vencreal 
difeafe made its appearance in Europe, 
mercury was difcovered to be effectual in 
curing it: by ignorant and unfkilful 
practitioners, however, it was frequently 
adminiftered in fuch mercile quantities 
as to produce other complaints fcarcely 
lefs fatal than that which it was intended 
to remedy. In confequence of this, it 
began to lofe its popularity, and various 
vegetable productions, gualacum, the 
China and farfaparilla roots, mezercon, 
opiuin, &c. &c. were introduced as fub- 
ftirutes for this dangerous remedy. Some 
of thefe medicines having been found 
ferviceable in removing fome of the confe- 
quences of the difeafe, and in counteract- 
ing the ill effeéts of the mercury, were 
fuppofed to be ufeful remedies in the 
fyphilis itfelf: in a fhort time, however, 
it was difcovered that tco fanguine ex- 
peétations had been formed of thefe pom- 
pous fpecifics, and the mercury, which 
had fink feveral degrees, now roe to Its 
former ftation. Mr. Pearfon gives a 
concife hiftory of each of thefe medicines, 
fhowing the circumttances to which they 
owed their popularity, and thofe by 
which they loft it. He is of opinion, 
that practitioners have been no lefs rafh 
in relinqvifhing altogether thefe ence 
popular remedies than they were In eX 
tolling them beyond their merit; for, 
although none of them, unaffitied by 
mercury, were {pecifics againft the vene~ 
real porfon, yet aimott all of them have been 
found vfeful in relieving certain fymptoms 
of the difeafe. This ingenious voume 
concludes with an enquiry into the - 
cacy of the various acids whieh _ ; 
late years, been fo celebrated r theie 
antifvpbilitic virrues. Mr. Pearion — 
Gders the muriated barytes, - ii 
the mineral acics, as poffefiing — powet 
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many fecondary fymptoms, but afferts 
that they are not equal to the fubduing 
the virus, and freeing the conftitution 
entircly from the cffeéts of the malady. 
The nitric and nitrous acids have re- 
moved both the primary and fecondary 
fymptoms of the fyphilis; in fome in- 
fiances alfo the former have not recurred, 
nor the latter, at the ufual period, when 
the cure has been imperfeét. Still Mr. 
Pearfon’s experiments tend to prove, 
that a permanent cure has never been 
accomplifhed by thefe acids, where 
fecondary fymptoms have been prefents 
Mr. P. however, is far from being de- 
firous to banifh the nitrous acids from 
venereal cafes; he confiders that, in 
many inftances, they may be eminently 
ufeful, and particularly where an im- 
paired ftate of the conftitution renders 
the introduétion of mercury into the ani- 
mal fyftem inconvenient, or evidently 
improper. ‘ My opportunities,” he 
adds, “of adminiftering mercury have 
not extended to lefs than twenty thoufand 
cafes, and I feel myfelf fully authorifed 
to affert, that it is aremedy always to be 
confided in under every form of lues vene- 
rea; and, where we have only that one 
difeafe to contend with, that it is a cer- 
tain antidote, and as fafe in its operation 
as any other active medicine, drawn 
from the vegetable or the mineral king- 
dom.” Mr. P. however, explains him- 
felf to mean (what, indeed, fcarcely re- 
quired an explanation), that mercury Is 
as fafe as any other active medicine in the 
hands of pra€iitioners who are acquainted 
with its operation and effeéts, not that 
it is to be adminifticred with impunity by 
every ignorant empiric. 

Mr. Biair has publifhed the fecond 
part of his “ Effays on the Venereal 
Difeafe, and its concomitant Affections ; 
containing additional Evidence, with cri- 
trical and praétical Remarks, on the new 
Saline Annivphilitic Remedies; and an 
Anfwer to fome Objcétions made againft 
the former Part.”

The application and 
qualities of different manures are treated 
of with confiderable ingenuity. 

Dr. FatconeR, of Lichfield, 1s the 
author of fome ** Obfervations on Agri- 
culture,” which the pra&ical farmer may 
read with picafure and advantage. 

A fociery of practical farmers have 
written * A Letter” to Lord Somerville, 
with a view to fhow the inutility of the 
plans and refearches of the Loard of 
Agriculture, and how it might be em- 

loyed in others more beneficial. This 
pamphlet contains fome exceilent obfer- 
vations on the management of crown 
lands, the high price of provilions, and 
various fancied improvements of the new 
hufbandry : it required but lirtle evidence, 
in addition to our own obfervations, to

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vantages which the country has reaped 
from it. 

Mr. STACEY, in his ‘ Obfervations 
on the Failure of the Turnip Crops,” is 
of opinion, that the fly has not been fo 
injurious as the want of moifturc: he 
recommends, therefore, that the feed 
fhould be put deeper in the ground than 
it ufually iss We have frequently re- 
marked, that the fly 1s more deftructive 
to the turnip crop in dry weather than in 
wet ; rainy feafons are probably ungenial 
to this formidable little animal, many of 
which are perhaps wafhed into the earth 
and rife no more: the young turnips 
grow vigoroufly in moift feafons, and at 
any rate are better able to refift its ra- 
vages. On this principle, we think it 
likely that Mr. Stacey's propofition is a 
gvod one. 

LAW: 


Dr. Croke has publifhed an import- 
ant “ Report’ of the cafe of Horner 
agaiaft Liddiard, on the queftion of what 
confent is neceffary to the marriage of 
illegitimate minors. The circumftances of 
this cafe are yery interefting, but it would 
take more room than we can fpare to re- 
Jate them ; we can merely ftate, that it 
was determined in the Confiftorial Court 
of London, on the 24th of May, 1799, 
by Sir William Scott, Chancellor of tie 
diocefe, that the confent of the parents, 
in the cafe of illegitimate minors, is not 
the confent required by the att of Par- 
Jiament (26 Geo. II. c. 3.), that extend- 
ing to legal parents alone; but that the 
confent of a guardian appointed by the 
Court of Chancery was neceffary, in all 
inftances circumftanced like the prefent, 
to give validity to the marriage. To this 
report Dr. Croke has prefixed an intro- 
duétory eflay, which difplays deep and 
various learning, on the theory and hif- 
tory of laws relating to illegitimate child- 
ren, and to the encouragement of mars 
riage in general. 

Mr. Watkin’s * Principles of Con- 
veyancing”’ isa {mali but judicious work, 
dcfigned for the ufe of ftudents; with an 
introduction on the ftudy of that branch 
of law, which difplays a very competent 
knowledge of it. 

The firft volume, and the firft number 
of the fecond volume, have appeared of 
Metirs.5

centurv, combined with the learning, 
the refined talte, and correét judgment 
of the moft eminent of our critics in the 
refent, could alone have conveyed to 
the Englifh reader an adequate fenfe of 
the perfection of the Latia original.” 
The verfion of Mr. Sotheby difcredirs 
not the high applaufe he has earned by 
his transfution of Oberon into the Eng- 
lith language. It is not expeéted that 
we fhould enter into the comparative 
merits of Dryden, Warton, and Sotheby. 
Each has his execllences, and each oc- 
cafionally furpaffes both his competitors 
without rivalling the original. The cha- 
racters of Dryden’s tranflation are, per- 
haps, high fpiric and unpolifhed ftrength: 
the verfios of Dr. Warton is far more 
faitliful, elegant and equal: in fuavity 
of verfification and variety of cadence, 
the prefent tranflator will, perhaps, often 
bear away the palm. 

The lovers of fplendid typography and 
elegant engraving will be plealed with a 
beautiful edition which has Juft appear 
ed of Mr. GRAYS Pocms. The 
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The public has long been acquainted 
with the poetical merits of Mr. Brp- 
LAKE, ‘*A Summer’s Eve’’ has been 
the fubjeét of incidental defcription by 
many of our beft writers ; Mr. Bidlake, 
unintimidated, has minutely delineated 
its Various beauties In a poem replete 
with appropriate imagery, Aware, how- 
ever, that mere imagery foon fatiates, Mr. 
B. has interf{perfed manv dometftic inci- 
dents and moral refleétions, and has 
produced a poem which evinces a culti- 
vated tafte and a feeling heart. 

It is now above thirty years fince the 
Englith public became acquainted with 
the Dramas of Meteftafio, by means of 
the elegant and claflical verfion of Mr. 
Hoo ce: this gentleman has continued 
to employ his pen in the tranflation of 
his favourite author, and has now pub- 
lifhed the fubftance of his labours in 
three offavo volumes. Ariaverxcs, the 
Olympiad, Hypfiphyle, Titus, Demetrius, 
and Demophoen, are the fix dramas which 
appeared in the oid edition; Mr. Hoole 
has now added, The Dream of Scipio, 
tichilies in Scyros, Adrian in Syria, Dido, 
Otius, The uninhabited land, Zenobia, 
Themifiocles, Sivoe, Regulus, Romulus and 
Herfilia, and the facred drama of Fofeph, 
befides the Cantatas. A fhort account is 
prefixed of Metaftafio’s life and works, 
taken chiefly from Criftini and Dr, Bur- 
ney 

We are indebted to Mr. Moore for 
a highly polifhed and luxurious vertion of 
the Odes of Anacreon. The idea which 
we fhould have formed of the old bard of 
‘Teos, from the tranilations which we 
have hitherto feen, would rather be that 
of a grofs fenfualif, a mere good. 
humoured bacchanalian, than an elevant 
ead refined voluptuary, of warm imagi- 
nation indeed, but of genuine tafte. The 
eafy verification, the attractive fimpli- 
city and concifeneis of Mr. Moore’s 
tranflation would have completely un- 
deceived us: in his hands we hear the

“ The Piccolomini ; or, the firft Part 
of Wallenftein,” and « The Death of 
Wailenftein,” which forms the fecond 
and concluding part, are the produétion of 
FREDERICK SCHILLER, whofe dramae 
tic mufe has fo often delighted us. She 
feems now to have lof a confiderable pors 
tion of her {pirit and fire ; the violations, 
however, are far lefs frequent in thefe 
than in his former plays ot the dramatic 
unities, and critics may, perhaps, on this 
account prefer them. ‘They contain alfe 
fome pathetic and impaflioned {cenes ; 
but thefe are fo rare, that we felt rather 
tired than plealed with the perufal. The 
plays are very affe€tedly and uncqually 
tranflated by Mr. CoLerRIDGE. 

Several numbers have appcared of 
“¢ The German Theatre,” a work con- 
ducted folely by Mr. THompson, whofe 
tranflations are at leaft equal in point of 
fidelity to thofe of any of his rivals. 

‘© The Father’s Revenge, a Tragedy : 
with other Poems, by Frederick Ear’ 
of CaRLisLE.”’ This is one of the met 
beautiful {pecimens of typography thar 
ever iffued even from the prefs of Bulmer: 
it is accompanied with prints from {ome 
cxquifite drawings of Weftall: nor are 
the contents of the volume alrogether un- 
worthy of the {plendour and magnificence 
of its decorations. The fubjeét of the 
tragedy is the tale of Sigifmonda ang 
Guifcerdo; and it muft be acknowledged 
that the nodle author has evinced dra- 
matic. talents of more than ordinary ex- 
cellence. 

Ledy Burgey’s “ Theodora” is ene 
titled to confiderable praife for the cafte 
nefs and correétnefs of its dialogue, 
which, however, is deftitute of the dig. 
nity and clegance neceflary for tragedy : 
the fame may be faid of her * Mazi- 
mizn,’’ 2 tragedy taken from Corneille. 

Mr. Bipiake’s “ Virginia; or, The 
Fall of the Decemvirs,” is written with 
confiderable fpirit. The “ Orphans,’ 
by STEPHEN SHEPHERD, ave is am 
opera, publithed with the beneve ent mo- 
tive of contributing to the relief of the 
widows and orphans of thole who fell in

dramati¢ performance of much merit. 


Mr. Gigsons © S:reapfhall — 
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or, The Danifh Invafion,” is a very fpi- 
rited performance, in which the charac- 
ters are confiftently fupported. 

The plan and execution of the poet- 
Jaureate’s “ Adelaide” are alike infigni- 
ficant. 

An interefting work has been publifhed 
on the fubjeé of 

EDUCATION, 

tranflated from the German of M. 
Salzmann, entitled * Gymnattics for 
Youth,” &c. The author deplores the 
degenerated ftature nd flugg:ifh move- 
ments of the modern Germans, and at- 
tributes them altogether to tne delicate 
treatment which they receive in infancy 
and youth. He gives an exagyerated ac- 
count of the hardihood and robuitnets of 
his ancient countrymen, and attributes 
the ftrength and aétivity which diftin- 
guifhed them to the early hardfhips which 
they underwent: fpare diet—the fleth of 
animals, fometimes roafted, fometimes 
raw—icanty covering aod laborious ex- 
ercife. The courfe which the author 
prefcribes of exercife for young men is 
exceedingly good, but probably requires 
rather to be enforced in Germany than in 
England. The fports of fchool-boys in 
this country are fufficiently various and 
invigorating. 

Mr. FrRaNKuin’'s “ Hiftory of An- 
cient and Modern Egvpt,” &c. &c. 1s a 
cheap and very ufeful compilation. We 
believe we may fay the fame of Mr. Sai- 
MON’s “ Hiftorical defcription of Ancient 
and Modern Rome.” 

The author of * Scientific Dialogues” 
has moft fuccefsfully levelled to the capa- 
city of children of ten or eleven years of 
age, the firft rudiments of natural and 
experimental philofophy. This exccilent 
little work confifts of two voiumes 3 in 
zhe firft of which the general principles 
wf philofophy, together with the ftruc- 
mure and ufe of the mechanical powers, 
are elucidated: in the fecond is given a 
very intelligent and familiar account of 
the mott interefting fubject of aftronomy. 
The ingenious author propofes, if the 

refent work fhould be encouraged (of 
which there can be but little doubt), to 
publith four other volumes of a fimilar 
kind, comprifing optics, hydroftatics, 
pneumatics, .chemiftry, eleétricity, and 
magnetifm. 

The Abbé GauLtrer has publithed 
the firft partof his “ Method of making 
Abridgments, or Eafy and certain Rules 
of analyfing Authors :” the fecond part 
4s to contain the application of thofe rules 


to various felections from the be an 
thors. This work, from the novelty of 
Its nature and the felicity of its me 
tion, will be highly ufeful. A tranfla 
tion has alfo appeared from the French, 
of the fame author's « Amufing and 
inftruétive Converfation for Children,” 

The title of the following book will 
beft explain its nature and conients, “The 
Ww orld in Miniature : containing a cu.

Mr. DruMMonpD, a gentleman who 
has devoted many indufrious years to 
the too unprofitable tafk of tuition, has 
publithed for the ufe of young perfons a 
little work of confiderable merit, en- 
titled, ‘“* The young Ladies’ and Gentle. 
men’s Auxiliary in taking Heights and 
Diftances, containing the Ufe of Gun- 
ter’s Quadrant, and the Pocket-cafe of 
mathematical Inftruments for the Solu- 
tion of right-angled Triangies, prepa- 
ratory to the Study of practical Aftro- 
nomny.” 

Dr. Mavor’s * Selc@ion of the 
Lives of Plutarch abridged,” &c. is an 
ufeful work: Pliutarch’s lives are too 
long a compilation for the ufe of fchool- 
boys, and the prefent abridgment is very 
judicioufly executed. 

The pubiic is indebted to Dr. Gre- 
Gory tor “ The Elements of a polite 
Education, carefully felected from tne 
Letters of the Earl of Chefterfield.” 
This work, in its integral ftate, has been 
juitly and univerfally objeéted againft for 
che laxity of its morals.

on original and authentic documents, tu- 
eether with a collection of his letters, the 
greatelt part of which has never before 
been publithed. However we may {mile 
at or yawn over the prolixity of Mr. Ma- 
one’s narrative, the literary world is 
undoubtedly under confiderable obliga- 
tions to him for having correéted the 
many erroneous accounts which have 
been given by different writers of the 
life of Dryden, and for having thus 
collefted the fcattered produétions of one 
of the greateft geniufes of his age, of a 
man who improved the ftyle of his native 
language no lefs by his profe than by 
his poetic compofitions. 

Mr. Lunster’s ‘ Confiderations on

of cotton and flax by means of the car- 
thamus—n the Coptic monafteries, &c. 
8c. which altogether render the volume 
both inftruétive and amufing. 

M. Norry, one of the architeéts at- 
tached to the expedition, has publifhed a 
very entertaining and {pirited account of 
it. The public has alfo been favoured

the firft conful Bonaparte on the antiqui- 
ties of Upper Egypt, and the pretent 
ftate of all the temples, palaces, obelifks, 
ftatues, tonbs, pyramids, &c. of Philor, 
Syene, Thebes, Tentyris, Latopolis, 
Memphis, Heliopolis, &c. &c. from the.

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the library of natural hiftory belonging 
to Sir Jofeph Banks: this, as may well 
be fuppofed, is not a mere dry catalogue ; 
on the contrary, it not only fhows the 
extent and value of the colleétion, but 
from the new and judicious arrangement 
points out to the ftudent numerous 
fources of information under e«ch head, 
where it would with difficdlty be difco- 
verec, and in works where it might not 
be cexpe&ted to exift. 

Mrs. Capre’s “ Account of two 
cherity Schoo's for the Education of 
Girls, and of a female friendly Society,” 
does the higheft honour to herfelf and 
her female coadjutors for their aétive 
benevolence. 

A tranflation, faid to be the perform- 
ance of Mifs H. M. WiLtiamMs, has 
appeared in two volumes of Mercier’s 
“ New Piéture of Paris.’’ 

Dr. A1KIN has publithed a fecond vo- 
lume of “ Letters from a Father to his 
Son, on various Topics relative to Lite- 
rature and the Conduét of Life.” It is 
impoflible to fpeak more highly of this 
volume than by faying thar it evinces the 
fame ftrong and difcriminating judg. 
ment, the fame chafte and cultivated 
tafie, and the fame liberal turn of think- 
ing, which combined to ftamp fo high a 
value on the former. 

Mr. WAKEFIELD has employed the 
hours of his confinement in Dorchefter- 
gaol as would naturally be anticipated, 


namely, in the purfuit of claffical liters.

ous war would, more than ever, produce 
a ftagnation in the book-trade. For, by 
the invafions of the French, the ufua! 
commercial intercourfe with all Switzer- 
land and one half of South Germany has 
been almoft entirely interrupted; and 
fince the publication of the formidable 
Ukaje in April, 1800, the German book- 
fellers have been entirely excluded from 
the markets of Ruffia, whither they ufed 
to export large quantities of books hor the

ceived with animation, and expreffed with 
glowing eloquence. 

The fame is the fudje&t of ScHEL- 
utnG’s * Syftem des tranfcendentalen 
Adealifms (Tubing. Cotta); a work, 
which, though it gives ample teflimony 
to the author's talents and learning, will, 
we fear, deter moft readers by its drynefs, 
obfcuritv, and fubtilty.

HISTORY. 

We odferve with Pleafure the progref; 
of this branch of literature among the 
Germans: inftead of dry compilations, 
valuable indeed in other refpeéts, and 
collected with great labour and diligence, 
but interefting only to the learned, their 
hiftorians begin to write in a ftyle and 
manner more tafteful and inftrudtive to 
every clafs of the public. Among works 
of this defcription, we reckon in particular 
WoLttmMann’s “ Gefchichte von Grofs. 
britannien’’—Hiftory of Great Britain— 
of which the fecond volume has appeared 
(Berlin, Unger). The author has not 
only confulted the moft efeemed Englith 
hiftorians, but hes had recourfe to the 
Original fources ; from both he has made 
a judicious feleétion ; and his narrative 
is written in an appropriate, thouzh fome- 
times too fententious a ftyle. 

The fame writer is pubiifhing * Hif. 
torifche Darftellungen”--H {torical Views; 
of which only the hrft volume has yet ap- 
peared (oétavo, Alcona, Hammerich), 
containing the firf pert of the Hiftory of 
the Reformation in Germany, down to 
the death of Luther, which, we are con- 
fident, wili be read with pleafure in this 
counrry.

Richter’ —Lerters of a Ruffian Tra 
veller, tranflated from the Ruffian into 
German, by J. Richter’’—the third and 
fourth volumes have appeared (16mo, 
Leipzig, Hartknoch). 

L. von BaczKo’s © Reife durch einen 
Theil Preuffens’—Journey through a 
Part of Pruffia (2 vols. Mentz and Hamb. 
Vollmer), is an inftruétive wok, and 
makes us better acquainted with a part of 
Northern Europe which had hitherto 
been but imperfeétly known.

reich” —Remarks during his Travels in . 


Denmark, Sweden, and France (2 vols. 
Gotha, Etcinger, 8vo.), we find much 
interefting information relative to the 
prefent ftate of the arts, fciences, and 
education, in a copfiderable Northern 
Kingdom, and in the French Republic.

Of Scuuitz’s ‘* A‘{chylus’”’ there has 
appeared a new edition, and at the fame 
time a {maller one, containing the ori- 
ginal corretied text, a very ufeful Latin 
verfion, and a lift of various readings at 
theend. — 

HERRMANN, to whom weare indebted 
for an important and well-founded ana- 
— explication of the Metres of the 

sreek and Roman Poets, has been em- 
ploying his critical acumen on Euripides, 
and has favoured the literary world with 
“ Euripidis Hecuba, Grace. G.. Herr- 
Manni in eam et in Porfoni et Wakefieldii 


notas obfervationes”” (vo. maj. Lipf. - 


Feind). 

The fame learned author has applied 
his metrical ‘principles to the illuftration 
of one of the plays of Plautus, viz. 
“* Plauti Trinummus ; recenfuit et pra- 
fatrus eft Goporr. HERRMANN” (8 
maj. Lipf. Fleifcher); and in the preface 
he lays down the principles according to 
which he purpofes to prepare for the prefs 
a new edition of that comedian.

From the papers of the late learned 
Garve, Profeffor FiiLLERORN has pub- 
lithe the tranflation of Ariftotle’s Poli- 
tics; and added notes and iiluftrative 
differtations ; the title is, ‘ Arittoteles 
Politik, tiberfetzt von Pr.

An important cenmributron towards 
the modcro Hiftory of the Arts, the late 
learned Bocktfeller BaertKopr’s “ Ia- 
quiry concerning the Origin of Playing- 
cards, the Jnirodudtion of Paper made 
trom Linen, and the Art of Engraving 
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upon Wood,”’ has, quite unexpeétedly, 
Mace its appearance. Ten theets of the 
work had been printed before the author’ 
death: thefe and his manulcripts a 
been purchafed by the intelligent Mr 
Rocu, Bookfeller, in Leipzic, and are 
pubitthed by him, with a continuation by 
himfelf. 
Wilt the public are fill Waiting with 
Impatience for the fourth volume of the 
new much enriched and correéted edi. 
tion of ADELUNG’s “ Diétionary,” the 
completion of which had been announced 
in the Leipzic Catalogue feveral fairs 
back, they had the fatisfaétion to receive 
the fifth part of Eperwarp’s “ Effay 
of a General Diétionary of German Sy. 
nonymes ;"’ a work replete with learning 
and critical acumen, and whofe equal no 
other language can boaft to poffels. 
ScuutTz’s ‘“ Holfteinifches Idioticon,” 
will be confidered a valuable acquifition 
by thofe who with to inveftigate the 
various Teuronic dialeéts.—Towards an- 
cient philology the Michaelmas-fair 
would have yielded nothing at all, had 
not the fecond volume of the new edi-

this department of literature is not 
nentioned in the Catalogue; and yet it

uher whofe title is there recorded—and 
wen true immortality, as far as the lan- 
guage Of Germany can enfure immorta- 
iyto one of her claflical writers. Go- 
then, a Bookfeller in Leipfic, whofe 
(endid editions are in the hands of every 
took-colleétor in Europe, as publithed, 
ht Michaelmas-fair, two volumes of 
WitLAND’s ‘* Ariftippus,’ either fe- 
puately, or as the 3sth and 36th vol. of 
all his Works. Art the end ef a literary 
arcer of almoft fifty years, the venerable 
pect Wieland, blending with the full- 
gown ftrength of mature age the eternal 
youth of his inexhauttible rancy, tranf- 
ports usin thefe Letters, as by enchant- 
ment, into the moft fhining pericd of 
acient Greece. There is nothing of 
ittion in thefe letters, yet a {piriz of 
poetry pervades them ; and the Germans 
may confidently venture to place them 
by the fide of the celebrated “ Pravels 
of the Younger Anacharfis.’—M. Von 
Merve has favoured the public with a 
ingularepic poem, entitled **Tobias;”’ and 
iMr. LANGNER hasat the fame time fent 
forth ** Winter and Spring,’—and * A 
Meffiah lone after Klopftock’s Meffiah.”’ 
But we douit whether the Melfahs after 
Klopftock will meet with a more fa-

Ruope, of Berlin, has publifhed a free 
rythmical tranflation of Offian; and Mijt- 
LER, of Leipfic, has transfufed into Ger- 
man iambics the celebrated “ Georgi- 
gues,” of Delille; the twelve editions of 
witch in French had in Germany likes 
wile an incredibly rapid fale, 

The 600 circulating libsaries and reads 
ing focietics in Germany had hardly been 
abie properly to arrange on their fhelves 
the exceilive crowd of novels and ro- 
mances which appeared laft Eater; when 
a freth troop of 106 new comers pourin up- 
on them from the autumnal Fair; betides 
many others, which had concealed them- 
{elves among the main-body *. We have 
Jately feen announced a Lesterwriter by 
means of dice, teaching, how, with the af- 
fiftance of 99 {mall cards, a perfon might 
compofe moft charming little ingenious 
epililes, without being under the necei- 
fity of ftretching in the leaftthe fibres of 
the brain. On reading this advertife- 
ment, incredulous folks thook their head: 
but they will foon be convinced of the 
unreafonablenefs of their incredulity, if 
they take a view of the wonderfui {warm 
of novels and romances announced in the 
Catalogue; for if two-thirds of them 
have not been thrown together mercly 
by the fingers, without the atiftance of the 
head, furely blind chance irfelf ts become 
invincible neceffity, and--on the faro-table 
check is played. The words as ke is 
and as he fhould be have become a ftafhi- 
onable addition to the titles of many of 
thele ephemeral productions 5 and we 
might, ia like manner, divide all the 
works announced under this head 1a the 
Catalogue into fh as they ave, and fur 
as they foould be. Tothe Sirk clafs, alas! 
belong at leaft feven-eighths of the whole 
troop ; and amung thein the terrorifts

dulgence. Thefe pocket-books often 
communicate the refults of long and la. 
porious refearches relative to {cientific 
objeéts, and bring them from the inac- 
cefible fchools of the learned into the cir. 
cies of common life. In proof of this af- 
frtion, we refer our readers to VON 
Zicn’s excellent View of Aftronomy, 
ublihed in the Gotha Pocket-book, to 
the Almanack for Chemifts and Aporhe- 
aries, to Biscu’s Almanack for Inven- 
tions, to Dr. Kit.raNn’s Pocket-book for 
Phyficians and Non-phyficians, &c. &c. 
In the belles-lettres, they have this ad- 
vantage, that their very form and fize is 
an antidote againit the hereditary failing 
of the German writers, their all-exhauft- 
ing prolixity and circumftantiality, This 
vear too, the Tubingen Pocket Calendar 
for Ladies, Stampels Agiaia, the Géot- 
tingen Calendar of Romances, and a col- 
leétion publifhed at Prague, contain the 
fweetefi flofcules of the field of polite 
literature. Thefe pocket-books might 
likewife be made to disfufe a better tatte 
for the fine arts, if artifts of eminence 
would take the pains to give us in fo {mall 
acompafs copies of the me@fter-pieces of 
modern art, &c. fuch as in the pocket- 
book publifhed by Vieweg, in Brunfwick, 
we find {ome of the celebrated paintings 
by Raphael, Guido, Dominichino, An- 
drea Sacchi, and Aunibal Caracci, which 
have been brought to Paris ; and in the 
Pocket-book for the Arts and Humour, 
publifhed by Cramer, in Cologne, of 
other celebrated pieces. This year, too, 
many a fpeculating bookfeller has put his 
Wits tothe rack to cook up fome high- 
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feafoned dith for the already overgorged 
ame bayer ra a a 
y a tempting bill of fare, 
No lefs than ten fuch dithes have been 
prepared expretsly for the ladies. Och- 
migke, Junior, of Berlin, befides the 
Almanack for Gamefters, furnithed the 
Featt of Lovers, a pocket-book for young 
people, probably cooked up in the fame 
clean kitchen whence he fent forth, ac 
Michaelmas-fair, the fourth fupplement 
to his Greck Gynzology. Sommer and 
Co. of Leipfic, of whofe manuf:@ure 
aione half a dozen of calendars appear, 
has likewife provided one for dyiliard- 
players; and Maurer, a pocket-book for 
Jmoakers and fauff-takers. Nor is dear 
Love forgotten; to Love, too, an alma- 
nack has been dedicated. The whole 
motley train is clofed by an Apotheo/is 
Almanack ! 

Many, however, and fome of them very 
valuable publications, which appeared 
laft autumn, have, from various caufes, 
have been omitted in the Catalogue. 
We fhall mention here only the (cond 
volume of the ‘ Commentary on the 
New Teftament,” by Dr. Pautvs, of Je- 
na; TisCHBEIN's “ Homeric Pittures,”’ 
with explanations, by HEYNE; and a 
work unique in its kind, NEMMICH’s 
*¢ Didtionary of Manufaétures and Mer- 
chandize;”’ the fecond and concluding vo- 
lume of which has been publifhed, to the 
great fatisfaétion of all thofe who know 
how to value fo meritorious and indif- 
penfable a work. The learned bookie! - 
ler Niconat’s profoundly erudite, * Hit- 
tory of Wigs,” with 60 plates, has like- 
wile been omitied in the Catalogue.

‘* What an important tafk is affigned 
to the hiftorian! Placed on the limits 
of the two worlds, he waits until time 
and death fhali have chofen their viétims. 
—Yefterday that man did not exift; he 
fhall difappear to-morrow, and yet hfs 
actions, which ceafe alfo to exift, are 
impreffied with the feal of immortality. 

Tt belongs to the hiftorian to pro- 
nounce on the merits of human aétions; 
it is he who, in the tirft inftance, holds as 
it were the balance of the divinity ; 
equity ought, therefore, to prefide at 
his decifions : it 1s his province to weigh 
the fuffrages, to examine the witneffes, 
and to liften amidft the filence of the 
tombs, where the paffions are buried, to 
the voice of virtue, which lives for 
ever. a 

The work now before us prefuppofes a 
long {cries of ftudiesand refleétions. While 
tracing the duties of the hiftorian, the au- 
thor himfelf has profoundly meditated on 
the fubjeét. His ftyle, which is elevated, 
reminds us of the manner of Thomas.

King 
of Pruffia, and a Political Account of 
Europe, from 1786 to 1796 (4th year of 
the French Republic), containing a 
Summary of the Revolutions of Holiand, 
of Brabant, of Poland. and of France. 
By L. P. Segur, the elder, ex-ambaffa- 
dor. 3 vols. 8vo. 1220 pages; Paris, 
on velium paper, 24 livres. 

The fubjeéts and events difcuffed in 
this work are, perhaps, the moft import- 
ant that ever occurred in the annals of 
the univerfe. in the firft volume, Segur, 
afrer an excelient introduction, prefents 
his rcaders with an interefting compa- 
rifon between the occurrences of ancient 
and medern hiftory. He then exhibits 
a piciure of the manners of the inhabi- 
tants of Germany, and having taken a 
view of the princes of the houfe of 
Brandenburgh, he gives a brief analyfis 
of the reign of Frederick the Great. 

The work itfelf commences with an 
account of the political ftare of Europe, 
when Frederick-William afcended the 
throne. Having drawn his character, 
and noticed the intrigues of bis court, he 
recounts the particulars of the celebrated 
journeys of Catharine and Jofeph into 
the Crimea, and alfo of the war which, 
according to him, tock place between the 
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Turks and Ruffians, in confequence of 
the arts recurred to by the courts of Lon 
don and Berlin. He then paffes op cs 
the troubles in Poland, and concludes j 
an abridged relation of the rey 
Holland. 

The fecond volume embraces the 
events which enfued immediately after 
that memorable epoch, particularly the 
negociations of France with Roffia, 
Auftria, and Spain, in order to form 
coalition that might counterbalance the 
league of the Pruffians, Dutch, Turks, 
Poles, and Swedes. 

After giving an account of the Anglo. 
Pruffian league, of the war between 
Guftavus JII. and Catharine, of the 
firft revolution of Poland, and of the pre- 
parations for war on the part of the 
King of Pruffia againft the Emperor, 
the author conduéts his readers back to 
France, whofe fituation at this epoch he 
deferibes; and having examined the 
caufes which produced and annihilated 
the feudal fyftcm, as well as engendered 
the revolution, he explores the moft me- 
morable events that have occurred fince 
that epoch, as well as the ftruggle be- 
tween the various parties, until the ac- 
ceptance of the conftitution of 1791. 

In the courfe of the following chapter 
he recounts the particulars of the revolu- 
tion in Brabant. He notices the influence 
of the French revolution, and the emi- 
gration of the nobility and clergy on the 
politics of Europe; he then developes 
the caufes which changed the fyftem ot 
Fredcrick- William, and produced the 
convention of Reichenbach, as well as 
the treaties of Siftow and Warcla, Next 
enfues an account of the progrefs of the 
republican party in France, of the de- 
cadence of the conftirutional party, of the 
negociations at Pilnitz, &c. &c. This 
volume js terminated with the particulars 
of the revolution of the roth of Augut, 
of the maffacres of September, of the 
foundation of the French republic, of the 
invafion of the Pruffians, and the ever me- 
morable retreat of Frederick- William.

The author of this treatife profeffes a 
with to conciliate a regal government 
with public liberty, and for this purpofe 
he allows that fome changes are neceffary 
in the ancient conftitution. He is de- 
firous to preferve, however, all the funda- 
mental principles, or rather the w/urpations 
of the monarchical government, more 
efpecially the monftrous ebfurdity of a 
king, the fole depofitary of the legifla- 
tive and the executive powers! He alfo 
ftipulates for the hereditary detcent of 
the crown from male to male, according 
to primogeniture, and the dominion of 
the catholic religion to the exclufion of 
all others, that alone ‘* being capable of 
exercifing public and folemn worthip.” 
‘There are to be three political orders : 
the clergy, the nobility, and the third 
efiate, divided into three feparate cham- 
bers, diftinét and independent of each 
other, but the States General are only to 
be convoked every five years, for the pur 
pote of fixing the orcinary impotts. 

It is not a little remarkable, however,

The author of this political furvey 
divides his work into two parts. Inthe 
firtt he fketches the fituation of France, 
from the peace of Aix-la-Chapelle to the 
prefent period, and while reviewing the 
conduét of the other powers, he confi- 
ders England and Aultria as the caufe of 
the prefent difaftrous war. He after- 
wards examines the novel fituation into 
which France has been thrown by the 
revolution, and points out the import- 
ance of that republic in the new fy ftem of 
Kurope. 

The fecond part contains a variety of 
remarks onthe different {tates of Europe, 
fo far as they may be conneéted with 
France, and alfo as to their relative fitua- 
tions in refpeét to cach other. 

It is the aim and intention of the 
author, in the prefent work, to difcul- 
pate France from all thare in the origin 
of hoftilities, and to throw the crimes of 
the revolutionary contelt on the ambition 
of the two powers mentioned above. 
Whether this be the cafe or not, it is 
evident that the propofitions for a general 
peace, contained in the project here an- 
nounced, would leave all Europe at the 
mercy of the new republic, which would 
be thus rendered the arbitrefs of the de- 
fiinies of other nations, in confequence of 
the preponderance fhe would neceffarily 
attain. 

While alluding to the times of Robef- 
pierre, the author defcants with much 
eloquence ‘* on thofe horrible days when 
the holieft of all ties were broken, and 
every thing that conneéted man with 
humanity was diffolved ; when accufa- 
tion was confidered as a virtuous aét, and 
perfidy a proof of cicufm; when our op- 

prefiors, while preclaiming their fright- 

ful principles, covered a country hereto- 
fore beloved by Heaven with a veil of 
blood, and confecrated their deftruétive 
dogma by means of an equality of ruin 
and musfortunes. What a difafrou; pe- 
riod, when the number of viélims wearied 
out the arms of the executioners, and 
when man, amidft our meft populous 
cities, Was more alone than in the receffes 
of a defert; when the folitude, the 
terror, and the filcnce of the tomb 
reigned every where around; when it 

was dangerous to lament the death of a 

father or of a fon, and the young widow 


dared not to weep at the untimely fate o£ 
her late hufband! Ah! let us efface if 
poffible,”’ adds he, “ the remembrance 
of thofe calamitous times!!!”

The ancient criminal jurifprudence 
of France was adminiftered in fo unbe. 
coming and ihameful a manner, that its 
glaring defcéts, added to its notorious 
partiality and injuftice, contributed not 
a little to bring about the revolution. 
Accordingly, when thar event took place, 
the cry of the whole nation refounded im 
favour of a new code, and new forms of 
proceeding ; Juries were, therefore, ap- 
pointed in imitation of (imilar tribunals 
in this country, and it was hoped that 
the day had arrived, when the life and 
property of a Frenchman would be fo 
fenced in by juft and wife laws, that in- 
nocence fhould remain inviolable, and 
crime be alone punifhed. 

This indecd, has, in fome degree, 
taken place, but yet it appears, from the 
work now before us, that the inftitution 
of juries has not been, as yer, organized 
in a proper manner ; that the choice of 
the jurymen depends too much on the 
difcretion of the officers of government; 
and, in fhort, that the police of this de- 
partment is fo badly regulated, that m- 
ftead of vice being fudjcét to immediate 
punifhment, it too often efcapes with 
impunity, and returns to the commiflion 
of new crimes.

In refpeét to the fcience of medicine, 
this muft be aliowed to be a ufeful work ; 
and it Is ftill more interefting in a moral 
point of view, as it holds out an induce- 
ment to watch over the palfions, and to 
regulate them by the moft powerful of 
all confiderations which can poflibly af- 
fe& a man—that of his own preferva- 
gion.

To write an indifferent comedy is ftiil 
more difficult than to compofe an indif- 
ferent romance; 2 good one, therefore, 
mutt poficefs no fimall thare of merit, 
The ‘Manners of a Day’ not only 
deferves, but has already obtained great 
applauié. The ftyle is pure and elegant, 
the verfification corre&t, the incidents are 
Intcrefting, and in fhort worthy of the 
author of “* L’Optimifte, et le vicux Ce- 
lebitaire.”’ 

The following ts an account of the 
plot. Madame Derval, the wife of a 
military officer, detained a prifoner with 
the enemy, leaves the country feat of her 
brother on purpofe to pay a vifit to one 
of her uncles who had become fuddenly 
rich. and whofe houfe was the rendezvous 
of ali the fathiornable people in town. 
The daily fight of the frivolity, the dif- 
fipation, and the bad morals that pre- 
vailed every where around her, foon 
began to weaken thofe notions of honour 
and virtwe with which fhe had been im- 
prefled during her infancy. After a 
fhort refidence there, fhe is on the very 
point of being feduced by d’Hericourt, a 
gay dillipated young man, who hopes to 
catch her in the foares which he had 
{pread for her innocence. 

Happily for Madame Derval, there 
were others more attentive to her honour 
than herfeif. Madame Euler, a young 
widow, who lived by the exercife of thofe 
taicnts which had embellifhed her bet- 
ter czys, gives her much good advice, 
whieh makes but little impreffion. For- 
tunately, however, at this period, For- 
mond, her brother, arrives, and ex- 
hibics a fixed determination to carry 
Madame Derval back to the country. She 
is at firft greatly affected by his difcourfe 
and his attachment, but fhe foon dif- 
covers a decided averfion to the idea of 


interring herfelf, as fhe tecms it, once 
more in the country, ‘ Paris being the 
moft fuirable to her age and her inelina, 
tions.” Having faid thir, the retires ta 
drefs for the Bagatelle, :

renounces Paris and all its allurements, 
and retires with her family to enjoy the 
pleafures arifing from the innocence of a 
country life, 

The chara€ter of Madame Euler i: 
exceedingly interefting ; Dut the frank 
and open conduét of Fermond, who is 
kind of French country f{quire, is fome- 
thing entirely new on the theatre of 
Paris. ° 

This piece, to ufe the language of the 
flage, was got up in a fplendid manner;

No; it is 
the enlightened agriculturift, who is nor 
content with turning the benefits of heae 
ven to his own advanrage ; It is one who 
triumphs aver obft: cles, renders home and 
foreign produsiions more perfect, im. 
proves the varicus breeds of arimals, 
forces the rocks to give way to the vine, 
the rorrents to manufacture filk and ren- 
der metais malleable. He knows how to 
create, or to correét the foil, dig canals 
for the purpofes of agriculture and com- 
merce, fertilize the moft aric {pots by 
means of the ftream, and either repreis 
or take advantage of the inundations of 
rivers.

The artlefs innocence of the 
babe overcomes ali her fcruples, and ihe, 
at length, refolves to adopt it. This cir- 
cumftance having become public, the he- 
roine is accufed of being the mother; 
whereas, in truth, it was her hufband’s. 
The bhufband himfelf, on his return to 
his family, a€tually givesin tothis notion, 
and becemes very melancholy on the oc- 
cafion, On the unravelling of the plot,

The venerable Brifion has devoted 
m2ny years to the ftudy of the fciences. 
While he refided with the iluftrious 
Reaumur, during the laft eight years of 
his life, he took advantage of the fuperb 
cabinet of the celebrated author of “* Mé- 
moires fur les Infeétes,”’ and attached 
himfelf to the ftudy of natural hiftory. 
After attaining confiderable eminence by 
his obfervations on birds and quadrupeds, 
he applied himfelf firft to the ftudy of 
chemiftry, and then to the prattice of ex- 
perimental philofophy. 

The work now before us contains a 
concentrated analyfis of Briffon’s. acqui- 
fitions in chemiftry, as well as in natural 
philofophy. He begins by laying down 
general principles, after which appears 
the hiftory of the aériform fluids, and 
this affords him an opportunity of ex- 
pounding and exhibiting the component 
parts of the atmofphere. The element 
of water is examined in its different 
ftates, of ice, liquor, and vapour ; and the 
fimple bodies, or thofe not hitherto de- 
compofed, fuch as caloric, azote, hydro- 
gene, carbon, fulphur, phofphorus, and 
the metals, are claffed and animadverted 
upon in fucceffion. . 

Lithology comprehends the hiftory of 
different kinds of earths or ftones, which 
‘ate only an aggregation of the former. 
Chalk, magnefia, barytes, alum, the fili- 
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ceous or vitrifiable earth, faline and none 
faline ftones and earths, then pafs in 
review ; after this, we come to thofe bril 

liant filiceous compofitions denominated 
gems, or precious ftones, dedicated to the 
purpofes of luxury, but which in the eyes 
of the philofophiacl naturalitt are nothin 

better than fo many pebbles. Under 
this head, we learn, that there js a fure 
and certain mode of diftinguifhing the 
oriental from the occidental jewels, by 
the greater hardnefs, durability, and re. 
franyibility of the former. The volcanic 
productions clofe the ferics. 

The metals are next arranged in order, 
and it might have been better, perhaps, 
if the learned author had neyleéted the 
popular divifions into imperfeét and demi- 
metals; expreilions, the faultinefs of 
which hath becn demonftrated by modern 
chemittry. 

After treating at confiderable length 
on the former fubjett, we come to the 
alkalies, and their combinations with 
acids: fire, that univerfal agent, is the 
fubjeét of particular examination ; its 
nature, its mode of aétion, and its effeéts 
on bodies, terminate Briffon’s very ufeful 
work. The plates are calculated to ex. 
hibit the greater part of thofe chemical 
operations, which it would be difficult to 
comprehend by means of a fimple de- 
{cription. 

In this work, the reader is not taught 
to expeét either new diicoveries, or even 
new ideas, it being merely the intention 
of the author to concentrate phyfico-che- 
mical knowledge in fuch a manner as to 

rove uleful to ftudents.
